Since  1988  dislocated  worker  programs 
like  EDWAA  have  helped  over  106,000 
Illinois  residents  prepare  themselves  for  re¬ 
employment.  Now  offered  through  a 
statewide  delivery  system,  these  federally 
funded  services  are  designed  to  keep 
Illinois  working  and  are  provided  to 
qualified  applicants  free  of  charge. 


mo  DOES  EDWAA  HELP? 

EDWAA  defines  dislocated  workers  as 
individuals  who: 

•  Have  been  laid  off  or  unemployed  or 
have  received  notice  of  layoff  or 
termination  due  to  a  plant  closure  or 
mass  layoff,  or 

•  Are  unemployed  through  no  fault  of 
their  own,  are  eligible  for  or  have 
exhausted  their  unemployment 
compensation  and  are  unlikely  to 
return  to  their  previous  occupation  or 
industry,  or 

•  Are  long-term  unemployed  and  have 
limited  opportunities  for  employment 
or  re-employment  in  the  same  or 
similar  occupation,  or 

•  Were  self-employed  (including  farmers 
and  ranchers)  and  are  unemployed  as  a 
result  of  general  economic  conditions 
in  their  community.
